“Typhoid Mary" and they separated her from her job as 
cook, so that she could no Anger infect others.

We are not 
even scared ourselves, but we go around talking aa if we 
were, and all that we accomplish is to scatter germs of 
fear which infect others and do harm. 
I have just had a talk with a business man who has

But Harding had hoped 
that announcement of the completion of Root’s work in 
Europe would not be made until after the election, and there­ 
fore the real purpose of his mission would not become gen­ 
erally known until too late Jo give the lie to his campaign 
story of a Root plan and too late also ie Influence the elec­ 
tion.

York, who have proved themselves 
the world's best guides to New 
York's wonders. 
Already Captain 
Ott has seen 
Bronx 
park 
and 
Brooklyn bridge and the aquarium 
but the first place she went was— 
you’ve guessed it—the movies. 
Captain Ott will stay in New 
York through the Gild Scout No­ 
vember campaign for funds, after 
which she will tour the 
United 
States to the western coast, and set 
sail for China and the Chinese Girl 
Scouts who are already planning 
fetes in her honor. 
India and most 
of the European countries are on 
her list she will spend a year on 
tour.

The first girl to circle the globe 
alone, Captain Ott is neverthelss 
quite used to trail-blazing in her 


native town of ’ Copenhagen. 
At 
sixteen she brought out her first 
book, which was well received by 
the critics, and a commercial suc­ 
cess, to boot.

They wrote the stories, made 
up the pages, handled the subscrip­ 
tions and advertising, wrapped the 
finished copies and shipped them. 
A mere trip around the world is 
nothing to a girl that does that 
sort of thing every day. 
Captain Oti comes by her jour­ 
nalism quite, 
honestly, 
for 
her 
mother is a playwright, and her 
father was ji publisher. 
When she 
returns to 
Copenhagen 
a 
year 
hence she intends to found a daily 
newspaper for children, a paper 
in a simple fashion. 
She also plans 
to adapt to Danish scout work the 
lessons she has learned abroad, one 
of . the most important of which will 
be the American plan of money 
raising for the Girl Scouts.
